35 Q ced here, and are but a hurthen inthe conſuming thole proviſions which are and muſt be 
made for thole, whole attendance and {ervice is neceſſary, Hath therefore, by the advice of the Lords and 
others His Highnefſe Commilsioners, of His Princely care, thought fitco publiſh and declare His Royall 
Plcalute and Command as followeth. | 

t. Thatall ſuchas have Houſes, or parts of Houſes, or other Roomes, fic forthe entertaining, lodging, 
or di{poſing of any Souldiers, or others,doetruly deliver the number of roomes they have, the number of 
bedds, the true nnmber of Perſons there lodged, entertained or receaved, andtheir names,as neere as they 
can, and towhom they doe belong, or under whole command they are. 

2. Thatall ſuch asare ſo lodged or entertained doe truly deliver what their qualities are, under whoſe 
command, or upon what attendance, cither to the Court or Army, what their names are, and doe truly ſet 
downe what beddsthey have to receavethem, and where. 

3- Thatifany doerefule to give ſuchtrue information, or doe mil-informe in any thing;or doe coloyr 
any others to lodge there which ought nor ſo to be, that He or Shee ſhall be ſubject to that puniſhment 
which the offence delerveth. 

4. Thar if any Perſon ſhall not immediatly,or within twenty foure houres after the publiſhing ofthis 
Proclamation,depart from this Citty and Suburbs thereof, and County aforeſaid, who cannot juſtify their 
abiding here as —_ aid, they ſhall be ſent away by the Officers of the Army, or Miniſters of Iuſtice, as the 
caſe ſhall require, with ſuch diſgrace as they delerve for ſuch their faulc herein. 

5- That ifinthis County there be any Women or Children lodged or entertained under pretence of at- 
rending the Army, or any Souldiers therein, that the Commanders in that place ſhall examine and certify 
roche Kings Commilsioners, what they conceave to be fir, According to whole Certificate, that ſhall be 
done which ſhall be juſt in luch caſe. 

6. Thatifany have houſes of abiding in this County,or neere thereunto, thatthey remove thereunto 
ſpeedily, where they ſhall have the Kings ProteRion for their ſafety. 

7. Tharif any ſhall in any of theſe chings offend, they are hereby to know, that they ſhall not only in- 
currethe danger of contempt to His Majeſty for ſuch their offence, but allo ſuch other punithmenc as the 
nature of their offences ſhall deſerve. 

8. Thartifany Pcrſon come into the Citty or Suburbes thereof, he ſhall that night , or before, diſcover 
unto S' Tacob Aſhley the Governour of the Cirty, his owne name,and the names of his ſervants, or company, 
and the place from whence he came, and the occaſion of his comming. And that the Maſter of the Houſe 
ſhall, before any new commer ſhall lodge inany houle, deliver the name of ſuch Perſon and his company 
roche Governour of the Citty, upon the like pain as aforeſaid.
